ADDRESS ON JAPAN. 

Many Intestine; Facta Regarding 
This Ally are Related by 
Speaker. 



Last night a special convocation 
was held in the Wesleyan College in 
order to confer the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Divinity on tho Rev. C. 
J. L. Bates, M.A., a graduate of Mc- 
Gill and of the Wesleyan, and at 
present home on' furlough from Ja- 
pan. 

Principal Smythe presided. The 
meeting opened with a hymn, follow- 
ed by prayer and Scripture reading 
Prof. Graham, the Registrar, then 
announced the report of the special 
meeting of the Board of Governors, at 
which it had been decided to bestow 
the degree at last night's meeting 

Rev. A. A. Runnels then introduc- 
ed Dr. Bates to the Principal. Mr. 
Runnels spoke highly of the charac- 
ter of the newly created Doctor, who 
was an old chum and fellow student 
of his. 

Dr. Bates, in thanking the Govern- 
ors of the College, stated that there 
were two kinds of Doctors of Divin- 
ity. The one Is achieved by hard 
work, and there ar-3 those who obtain 
it thus. The other comes not by faith 
or expectation, or hope, but purely by 
grace, and Dr. Bates stated that he 
belonged to this latter class. 
. The speaker, continuing, said there 
were a number of reasons why he 
was pleased to accept the degree. One 
was because It came from the Wes- 
leyan College, and also because of the 
close affiliation of this College with 
McGill, where he had studied. 

At the close of the Convocation, Dr. 
Bates addressed those present on the 
subject: "Japan and World Politics." 
Japan, he stated, is a fact which the 
world must settle with, and to do 
this it Is necessary to see her as she 
Is. People either loso their heads, In 
admiration, over Japan, or else they 
are the polar opposite, seeing nothing 
of good in her. Formerly Japan was 
pitied by the Western Powers, but 
the moment she became powerful, she 
began to be feared. She Is the only 
country In the east which has an ef- 
fective self-government. India has 
a good government, but it is British, 
while that of China is unsettled. This 
shows the commanding position of 
Japan in relation to the other eastern 
countries. At the present time Japan 
stands as China's best friend. When 
Japan awakened she saw that the 
whole world was under the power of 
some Western country save herself, 
and It was not until 1911 that she se- 
cured tariff economy from the West- 
ern powers. Throughout the Orient 
the several countries now feel they 
are capable of self-government, due to 
the fact that Japan has pointed out 
the way. There are various reasons, 
continued Dr. Bates, why Japan 
should rightly stand at the head of 
the Orient. First, because of her 
great military power, which was ne- 
cessary in order that she might be 
respected. Secona, because of her 
high standards of education. She is 
the only country In the East having 
compulsory public schools: while in 
contrast, although India has some ex- 
cellent Universities, her primary 
schools are very few and inefficient, 
and this sound condition of affairs 
exists in China. In Japan, according 
to statistics, 98 per cent, of the chil- 
dren are enrolled in the schools. 

For some time post there has been 
the feeling that the West Is trying to 
put a ring around her. She must 
broaden In order to accommodate her 
ever growing population. She Is un- 
able to do this toward the West, so 
that she Is obliged to expand into 
Korea and Manchuria. Dr. Bates then 
dealt with the outlook of Japan, which 
he stated from the point of view of 
a Christian democracy, which wa 
should desire, Is not at all reassuring. 
Although she has carried herself hon- 
orably during the past 60 years, Japan 
Is not a Christian nation, and this 
world would never be safe for democ- 
racy with this great nation un-Chrls- 
tlan. This creates a serious situa- 
tion with Japan rising to take her 
place with the greatest world pow- 
ers, and yet remaining In her present 
state. In respect to her fine moral 
tone, she Is going backward rather 
than forward. The old rulers of the 
state had a fine sense of honour and 
religion, but the present-day fead- 
ers have not these things for a back- 
ground. 

The doctor sounded a warning that 
should a spiritual influence not be 
given to Japan her future will be full 
of dangers, and the cause of many 
anxieties. The only remedy Is for the 
Christian Church to throw in all her 
forces and Christianize the people. 

At the close of his address Major 
Smythe spoke briefly, but very ap-

The fourth and last of a series of 
lectures under the auspices of the 
McGill Alumnae Society was given 
last evening In the Assembly Hall of 
the Royal Victoria College, when Mr. 
A. G. Racey, the well-known cartoon- 
ist, delivered an illustrated lecture, 
entitled, "Lest We Forget." 

Miss Brlttaln, of the Montreal High 
School, after expressing the Society's 
appreciation of the success of the ser- 
ies of lectures, introduced Mr. Racey 
to his audience. 

Mr. Racey began by saying that the 
cartoon is the busy man's and the 
busy woman's editorial. By looking at 
a cartoon one can obtain as much in- 
formation as could be obtained only In 
a" great length of time by listening to 
actual words. The speaker then 
proceeded to deal separately with each 
country involved in the war, describ- 
ing the cartoons of each as they were 
shown upon the screen. 

The first set of cartoons Illustrat- 
ed the cause of the war, several of Its 
most Important phases, and the gen- 
eral trend of its events. Militarism 
has governed everything, ond has 
been the one ruling force In Germany 
for the past forty years. The dogs 
of war were fed up, and then were 
turned loose when the right time 
came. Germany had made all hor 
plans, and had sketched out the form 
which the war was to take, — plans 
and sketches which have been since 
then entirely overthrown. 

The celebrated "scrap of paper" was 
shown, and then followed illustrations 
of the sufferings which Belgium has 
undergone. But Belgium is not over- 
come. It Is ready to meet the future 
and to rise once more. We must be 
reminded, "Lest We Forget," of all 
that Its poor women and children 
have endured, and although Canada 
has come nobly* to their relief, still 
more must bo done. 

Next followed illustrations of the 
great part Franco has taken in the 
present struggle for right. Patient, 
gallant France has risen to the needs 
of the hour as never nation has be 
fore. It is now, more than ever, "lia 
Belle France." It fights on uncom 
plainlngly, never willing to give up 
until it has accomplished the great 
end in view. Many are the names on 
its list of honour, among which that 
of General Joffre will remain renown- 
ed for ever. 

Russia is a country which cannot 
be adequately defined either by a 
foreigner or a native. It has snatch- 
ed the Chinese puzzle from China. At 
the beginning of the War the power- 
ful Russian steam-roller forced Its 
way through everything and won many 
victories. Then a wave of democracy 
swept over the country. For a time 
it triumphed, but later was defeat- 
ed by a Socialistic element which 
arose, and the plan was formed of 
making separate peace negotiations 
with the enemy. This peace, however, 
was not obtained.' Germany went 
fishing, like Simple Simon, to get a 
peace contract, and returned with on- 
ly a "busted armistice." The "Rus- 
sian bear," however, is at present in a 
dazed condition, .and does not know 
exactly what to do. The government 
has changed seven times since the 
revolution; and now the world Is 
waiting with anxiety to see what Ger- 
many will derive from this collapse. 

Great Britain, through all the strife 
of the last few years, has kept the 
Union Jack firmly nailed to. the Brit- 
ish Empire as a mast. Before the 
outbreak of the war Lord Roberts 
had advised compulsory militarism 
The wisdom of his advice has now been 
made apparent. Great Britain has 
done nobly, and has disappointed 
Germany greatly In her course of ac 
tlon. The only German colony now 
on the face of the earth Is, as Mr. 
Racey said, Kitchener, Ont. The Kaiser 
has failed In his efforts to "Intro- 
duce a snake into snakeless Ireland," 
the bit of conscription has now been 
put upon the unwilling horse, and 
everything possible Is being done to 
thwart the designs of the Hun. 

In England and the allied countries 
the women have taken a most noble 
stand. . They have shown that they 
have won the right to vote, and their 
Influence is needed in the government. 
Due to Sir Robert Borden, female 
franchise is no longer impossible. 

Three years of tho war have come 
and gone. The British guns and tanks 
are elowly driving back the Huns, and 
;M though there have been great losses, 
still there "is strength and courage." 

The British Navy still remains un- 
challenged. It holds the seas now more 
flrtnlv than it ever has done befor

Converse with a Med. and you find that he is per- 
fectly familiar with the affairs around his own faculty, but ask 
him something relating to what is happening in the Faculty of Arts 
or Science, and he merely shrugs his shoulders. He shows an ut- 
ter lack of knowledge, and moreover, interest as well, in the af- 
faira of faculties other than that of which he is a member. This 
is equally true of the Arts and Science student in general. Most 
students spend at least five minutes over the Daily each morning, 
but these are spent in reading over the news pertaining to their 
own side of College life, and pass over the rest after one casual 
glance. 

It is the aspiration of every true student to obtain a liberal 
education. One of the best ways for the average man to do this is 
for him to become actively connected with one or more of the so- 
cieties connected to each of the faculties. By societies are meant 
those such as, The Medical Society, The Philosophical Club, and 
The Chemical Society, to mention only a few. This is an excellent 
way of becoming acquainted with current events as well as of ob- 
taining an all-round education. 

In a University such as McGill, surely the students should not 
be guilty of such narrowness. Let every man show some interest 
in what is going on outside his specialized sphere of work, and 
thus become versed in the activities of the University as a whole.

A government memorandum attach 
ed to a bill introduced on Saturday, 
making the provisional credits defin- 
ite, shows that the total expenses for 
1917, with the supp'ementary budgets, 
amounted to 44,847,000,000 francs, of 
which 4,863,000,000 was for Interest on 
the public debt. Other appropriations 
were: Ministry of War, 18,000,000,000 
francs; Ministry of Armament and 
Munitions, 12,000,000,000 francs; pow 
der and saltpeter, 2,922,000,000 francs 
The remainder was chiefly for civil 
small units that In the aggregate administration and miscellaneous war 
have the- strength to move er to atop expenses.

When Germany invaded Egypt it 
"walked right In and turned around 
and walked right out again." Rou- 
manla finally decided to take the side 
of the Allies, since that side seemed 
likely to win. It is now In fine fight- 
ing trim. China has failed to see the 
blessings of Kultur, and has declared 
war, too. 

When the United States entered tho 
war we had one of the most striking 
testimonies as to the right of thfl 
cause of the Allies. Canada welcomes 
the assistance of her neighbour, and 
Germany finds that a considerable 
cloud is rising from the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

Never will we forget the aid which 
the United States so nobly sent to 
the stricken people of Halifax. It 
will aways be remembered with the 
greatest gratitude. 

Newfoundland and India have done 
their share to help In this war, and 
then comes Canada. She was first 
by the lion's side, and has sent 400,- 
000 of her sons overseas. Wonderful 
work has been done by them, and 
great prospects are opening up for the 
country. We must prepare for pros- 
perity when peace comes once more, 
we must realise what it all has meant, 
what we have sufftred and what we 
have gained. We must do our duty 
to our boys, our dead, and to the 
country itself.

The Army Council, in conjunction 
with the Board of Agriculture, are 
now using all the means in their 
power to encourage the practice of 
agriculture by the troops, both at 
home and overseas. Special instruc- 
tions have been given to all com- 
mands that every possible facility is 
to be given for the pursuit of farm- 
ing and horticulture by soldiers in 
their spare time. 

At the front, certain Labour Bat- 
talions and other non-combatant units 
have been specially organized for such 
work behind the lines, it having been 
found that ploughmen and other skill- 
ed land-workers in the army can as 
well be employed in raising food at 
the front as at home, if not better, 
for their servi ses save both tonnage 
and land transport. In order to ef- 
fect Such saving, a great scheme la 
being discussed between the British 
and French Government?. 

The negotiations which are well on 
the way to a conclusion satisfactory 
to both parties, have for their main 
object the release of very consider- 
able areas of devastated land recov- 
ered from the enemy for cultivation 
by British troops, reinforced by local 
and refugee labour. The cultivation 
of portions of land within British 
Unes In France is no new thing. But 
what is In prospect Is a great develop- 
ment — the expansion of what was 
originally garden culture into the cul- 
tivation of arable land on a largu 
scale. This plan should appreciably 
relieve pressure on agriculture, ship- 
ping and transport at home, and, as 
it is intended that each locality should 
supply the units stationed in the 
neighbourhood, there will also be u 
dtstlnct reduction in the claims on 
transport at the finit. 

The land to be released will, it is 
inderstood, be devoted mainly to the 
growth of cereals, potatoes, and other 
vegetables bei:i,r next in importance, 
although the claims of all kinds of 
fodder will not be overlooked. The 
work will be performed by fighting 
men In rest billet^, in their spare 
time, and, as already stated, by non- 
combatant troops specially selected for 
the purpose, and by as much native 
civilian labour as cun be spared. 

In France, where much good agri- 
cultural work has been done volun- 
tarily by the French soldiers, our own 
men's gardens have been very highly 
doveloped. "When the negotiations are 
concluded farms are to be started on 
a large scale, and with the benefit 
of the most modern agricultural ma- 
chinery, 

A similar scheme Is in progress 
at Salonika, where good results have 
already been obtained. The com- 
mands In Egypt, Palestine and Meso- 
potamia are proceeding on the same 
lines, thus appreciably reducing the 
pressure on tonnage. — The Times 
Weekly.

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beer, specially valuable to the Brit- 
ish Government. she realized the 
appalling ignorance of the women of 
tho Zenanas, cut off as they are from 
all intercourse with the outside world, 
and she knew thai thoy were uncer- 
tain as to the dltteicnce between 
German and English — a fact not to 
overlooked by the German propagan- 
dist, and she met tne situation by 
carrying on a monthly correspond- 
ence in two vernacular^ with these 
women. She also held inugic lantern 
shows in her flat in Calcutta, show- 
ing Indian troops in action, the thea- 
tres of war and royal personages, 
which had been hitherto but a name. 

A a President , of the Association of 
University Women in India, she an- 
ticlpatad the demand likely to arise 
for women to replace men who were 
going to the front, and instituted an 
Employment Bureau, which register- 
ed the names 1 of women possessing 
special qualifications. Through this 
bureau several women doctors have 
bean supplied to replace medical men 
In Bombay, and many other women 
have been enabled to give their ser- 
vices to their country. From this 
work evolved the Food Products Ex- 
hibition scheme, which sought to 
meet the difficulties arising out of 
the stoppage of supplies from Eu- 
rope, by promoting the sale of local 
substitutes. 

Miss Sorabjl is also a member of 
the Bengal Home Industries' Com- 
mittee, which was 'begun by Lady 
Carmlchael, and has for its object the 
development of local industries. 

Hiss Sorabjl, as she tours through 
her three provinces, examines the con- 
ditions under which women work, and 
reports any Industries which are dy- 
ing for lack of money or support. 
She Is thus able to save from star- 
vation many of the women whose spe- 
cial craft has been made useless 
through lack of orders since the be- 
ginning of the war, and she also sees 
that those who are still working ob- 
tain fair prices for their labour. 

It is impossible to over-estimate 
the value or the scope of such a work 
as this, and it is wonderful to think 



that Miss Sorabjl has been able 
achieve so much.
